The other seriously injured are: 
Mrs. Charles Scheek, 
hip broken; 
Carl Schech, crushed by timber; Will­ 
iam Jones, concussion of brain; Mrs. 
Louis Schech, and infant child, may 
die; Julius Granke, Internal injuries.

In La Crosse there was considerable 
damage, though nobody was injured. 
Washouts are reported on the rail 
roads in this vicinity. 
A wind storm also did damage at 
Leon, Wis. 
A bridge on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy road near Stoddard was 
carried out and a Burlington passen­ 
ger train carrying 200 passengers was 
flagged at the brink of the gap by a 
farmer named Miller, aud many lives 
were saved.

North Branch, Minn., June 7.—At 5 
o'clock p. in. a 
funnel-shaped cloud 
appeared 
in tho 
southeast, 
which 
proved to a be a cyclone moving north

Regan there had been some rivalry be­ 
tween Mr. Ry an and Mr. Manahan as to 
the privilege of responding to this toast, 
the latter claiming the honor because of 
his superior personal charms but none 
could have responded better than did 
Mr. Ryan. 
His remarks were witty and 
he paid eloquent tribute to tho Irish 
mot lers, saying that the mothers who 
were not Irish born like his own good 
wife jumped at the first chance to marry 
into an Irish family. He spoke feelingly 
of the wrongs of Ireland, emphasizing, 
as had Mr. Regan, the love of tho Irish 
American for both his native and his 
adopted land. 
James 
Manahan, 
of 
St. 
Paul, 
responded to the toast “Our Country,” 
Mr. Manahan was formerly of Lincoln, 
Nebraska and closely associated in poll 
tical matters with W. J. Bryan, who 
once introduced him to an Omaha aud 
ienoe as the man who had hair tho color 
of Thomas Jefferson, looked like Andrew 
Jackson, and was one of tho coming 
orators of America. Mr. Manahan said 
that the subject assigned to him was 
under tho circumstances, ambiguous, in 
that he hardly knew whether he was 
expected to speak on Ireland or America. 
In his opinion nationality was more a 
matter of unity of hope, thought and 
aspiration than of geographical boun 
dary and that as America and Ireland 
were one in thoir intense love trf freedom 
and liberty he should consider them in 
spirit as one country. He paid eloquent 
tribute both to the patriots of old Ire­ 
land ana her sons who had lived arui 
died for their adopted country. 
The 
spirt of American institutions and the 
Americans of whatever nativity came in 
for a glowing tribute. 
Space will not 
permit a publication of his remarks iii 
full and in no other way could justice 
bo done them. 
Though in the small 
hours of the morning he held the entire 
room in almost 
breathl ss attention 
during his ontire address. 
Tho dining room was handsomely 
decorated with streamers of white anti 
green the banners of tho order being 
displayed on tho wads. The starry Hag 
was prominently and profusely displayed 
anti the pillars draped in red, white and 
blue.
